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C ouncil Tax has 

been frozen for a 
record-breaking 
fifth time in a row, 
as part of Hackney’s budget 
for the new financial year. 

Hackney is the only local 
authority in the country to 
have achieved a five year 
freeze. The move was 
proposed last October by 
the Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, and agreed at a 
meeting of full Council on 3 
March. The 2010/11 


financial year, which starts 
in April, will see the Council 
spend £72million on 
services for children and 
young people, such as youth 
clubs and care for disabled 
children. A total of 
£66million is to be spent on 
cleaner streets and better 
roads, including 
maintaining nearly 11,000 
street lights, and sweeping 
296 miles of roads daily. 

Mayor Pipe said: “The 
Council is on the side of 
residents through difficult 
economic times. I know that 
the past year has been 
difficult for many residents 
due to the economic 


climate, and I hope that by 
keeping the Council Tax 
down we can help to make 
life a little easier. We are the 
only authority in the 
country to be freezing 
Council Tax for five years in 
a row, and it has been 
achieved alongside record 
investment in services.” 

This is backed up by the 
District Auditor, a 
Government financial 
watchdog, which said in a 
report that ‘Hackney has 
one of the strongest balance 
sheets in London’. 

During the past five years, 
the Council has made over 
£40million in efficiency 


savings; funds which are 
being reinvested in services 
that matter most to local 
people. These savings are 
the highest in London and 
the third highest in the 
country, and have come 
from sources including 
improvements to Council 
Tax and Housing Rent 
collection rates, benefits 
processing, and working 
practices. 

Rose Hayes, Chair of Age 
Concern Hackney, said: 

“We are pleased the Council 
has been able to keep a five 
year freeze on Council Tax, 
while finding extra money 
for much needed services 


like our Coldline project, 
which helps older people 
struggling with fuel 
poverty.” 

John Denham MP, 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, added: “This 
shows authorities can 
balance efficiency with 
fairness, keeping tax low, 
and cutting waste whilst at 
the same time investing in 
the services that matter to 
local people.”

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Council is in a strong 
financial position 

COUNCIL spending has been high on the agenda of the 
national and local media this week as journalists 
speculated about the possible effects of the national 
budget deficit on local authorities. There have been reports 
of potential jobs losses at a national level, and locally some 
have even claimed that Hackney Council’s budget is facing 
a £40million black hole and spending cuts in key areas. 

We know there are challenges ahead for all councils, but 
stories like this are unnecessarily alarming to Hackney 
residents who rely on local services. I wanted to take this 
opportunity to reassure you that the budget that has just 
been passed by Hackney Council for the next financial year 
is again one without any cuts to frontline services. In fact, 
on top of the Council Tax freeze, there has been 
considerable extra investment in many key service areas, 
including libraries, and increased service provision in care 
for residents in need of support at home, such as older 
people and young adults with learning disabilities. 

There is no doubt the coming years will be tougher for 
public service spending. That is why councils like Hackney 
need to concentrate on becoming more efficient and 
finding ways to provide the same or better services for less 
money. In Hackney over the past five years, we have made 
the highest efficiency savings of any London borough and 
reinvested those savings in better libraries, leisure centres, 
youth clubs, recycling, street cleaning, social care and 
other services. 

Council Tax is only a small part of the money that the 
Council spends on your behalf, most of it comes from 
Government grants. If these are frozen or decreased in 
coming years, residents should be assured that Hackney 
Council’s finances are in a strong position to weather the 
storms ahead and that providing high-quality, value for 
money services will remain our priority. 

Residents write and e-mail me about all sorts of issues, but 
rarely about the authority’s budget. If anyone has been 
unnecessarily alarmed by stories they’ve heard about the 
budget and services, I would welcome people contacting 
me for more information at: mayor@hackney.gov.uk, 
or writing to me at the Town Hall.

Council opposes sale of homes 

CROWN Estate proposals to sell off homes in Hackney were 
formally opposed at a Council meeting on 3 March. 
Following a statement by Mayor Jules Pipe against the sale, 
a motion by Victoria ward councillors - to fight the sale of 
over 1 ,000 homes on estates across London, including 
Victoria Park- was passed unanimously. 

The Crown Estate, which manages Royal land and 
buildings, is consulting with residents, but has not yet stated 
if the homes would be sold to a private or Registered Social 
Landlord, whether tenancies would remain secure, or if 
affordable and keyworker housing will be kept. 

Mayor Pipe said: “Tenants of these homes include people 
who have lived there for over 60 years, young families and 
key workers. We’ll be doing everything we can to secure 
continued keyworker and affordable housing, and to protect 
current tenants’ rights.” 

A Crown Estate spokesman said: “No decision will be made 
until the consultation closes. Nobody will lose their home 
under this proposal including those on assured shorthold 
tenancies, which are protected by law.” 

Church Street two-way traffic 

A ONE-WAY traffic diversion on Stoke Newington Church 
Street is due to be removed on 1 2 March as new 
pavements and road surfacing is completed. 

Major work to regenerate the area along Church Street 
started last September following the Council’s consultation 
with residents and businesses. Footway works, at the end 
of the road between Wilmer Place and the High Street, will 
continue without the need for a diversion, and are expected 
to be completed in April.

Matalan murder conviction 

A TEENAGER who stabbed Matalan store 
manager, Jamie Simpson, during a failed 
robbery, has been found guilty of murder. 

Mr Simpson was attacked on 22 March 2008 
as he cashed up after the Dalston Kingsland 
store closed. The 33-year-old, from Herne Hill, 
South London, was stabbed in the neck and 
back. 

Kobina Essel, 1 9, from East London was 
convicted of murder at the Old Bailey on 
22 February. Simeon Jumah, 25, of 
Eighth Avenue, El 2; Anthony Maina, 
20, of no fixed address; and a 1 7-year- 
old youth, who cannot be named for legal reasons, were 
convicted of manslaughter. Duane Owusu, 20, of no fixed 
address; Jamal Chambers, 1 8, of Broomfield Street, El 4; 
and Roy Williams, 31 , of Regan House, N18 were also 
convicted of conspiracy to rob. 

The court heard the group planned to rob the store over the 
Easter weekend hoping to get up to £30,000. Jamie’s 
parents Lorna, 54, and Lambert Simpson, 57, were in court 
as the verdicts came through. Lorna, said: “No sentence can 
provide justice for the sickening betrayal we've encountered 
at the hands of his killers.”

Making trade 


Down with it 

A HOMEOWNER who demolished 


his house to build a much larger 
property without planning 
permission, now faces having to 
knock it down after the Council 


issued an enforcement notice. 


Jacob Dreyfuss, of 40 Lingwood Road, E5, appealed, but 
this was dismissed by the Planning Inspector on the 
grounds the development ‘harms’ the area’s character and 
is an ‘unacceptable loss of privacy’ for neighbours. 

Mr Dreyfuss now has 1 2 months to comply with the notice. 

If he fails to do so, the Council could prosecute him. 

In 2001 , Mr Dreyfuss successfully applied to extend the rear 
of his two-storey property. But instead, the house was 
knocked down to create a three-storey house with cellar. 

Mr Dreyfuss must now adapt and rebuild the house in line 
with planning requirements or face it being demolished. 


100-plus homes proposed 

OVER 1 00 new homes for social renting are proposed for 
Ottaway Court and Rendlesham House in E5, and Bridport 
House in Colville Estate, N1. 

The Council has been working with residents to draw up the 
regeneration proposals, including family homes with gardens 
and balconies; and open spaces. 

They form part of a wider programme to build new social 
rented homes on Hackney estates, which has received 
£1 6million in Government funding since September 2009. 
Bridport House tenants are being re-housed. The Ottaway 
Court and Rendlesham House sites are already cleared.

WIDE task force is 
being developed by 
M Mthe Council to 
promote responsible dog 
ownership in Hackney. 

The partnership is set to 
include The Learning Trust, 
registered social landlords, 
animal welfare agencies 
and Hackney police. 

It will aim to support 
residents who need help 
learning how to keep their 
dog on best behaviour, and 


take action against those 
who allow them to become 
a nuisance or a danger. 

Of the 111 dogs 
abandoned in Hackney 
from April to December 
last year, 82 were ‘status 
dogs’ - breeds such as 
Staffordshire Bull Terriers 
and Rottweilers. 

In response to a growing 
London-wide problem with 
potentially dangerous 
breeds that are not looked 
after properly, the Met 
Police has also set up a 
‘status dog unit’. Since 
April 2009, 34 dogs, 
mostly bull breeds have 
been seized by the Hackney

What is the law on ‘dangerous dogs’? 



THE Dangerous Dogs Act 1991 
is the most well-known law on 
dog ownership in the UK. 

It bans the breeding and sale 
or exchange of four types of 
dog - pit bull terriers, 

Japanese Tosas, Dogo 
Argentinos, and Fila Brasileiros. 
Cross-breeds of these dogs 
are also banned, plus any other 
dogs ‘appearing to be bred for 
fighting’. Owners of illegal dogs 


face having their pet seized by 
police, appearing in court, and 
the animal being destroyed. 
Under the Act, any type of dog 
classed as ‘dangerously out of 
control in a public place’ can 


also be destroyed. The owner 
can be fined and imprisoned 
for up to six months. 

If a dog injures someone, the 
owner can be jailed for up to 
two years.

Once a dog knows 
where it stands, you can work 
with it. Dog training is hard 
work and persistence is 
crucial.”

“We believe that the 
solutions must lie in an 
approach that offers 
support in responsible dog 
ownership, as well as 
punitive measures for 
residents whose dogs are 
allowed to become a threat 
to others. 

“This summer, the 
Council wants to consult 
residents on setting up a 
task force and by-laws to 
promote responsible dog 
ownership.” 


Dogs are fed and watered by 
the Animal Warden, who will 
also check for injuries and 
look for a tag or micro chip 
that could identify it. 

Having a dog in a public place 
without a collar and ID tag, not 
only makes it harder for the 
warden to reunite a lost dog 
with its owner, it can lead to a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Dogs must still wear a tag 
even if they’re micro-chipped. 
If the warden is unable to find 
a stray’s owner within seven 
days, they will contact 
Battersea Dogs Home, which 
has greater space and is able 
to take in more animals.

Dame Tanni Grey-Thompson, Britain's most successful disabled athlete, now a committed activist for change 


Racing towards equality 



AME Tanni Grey- 
Thompson is 
Britain’s most 
successful disabled 
athlete. She won bronze at 
the Seoul Paralympic 
Games in 1988 and went 
on to win 1 1 gold and four 
silver Paralympic medals. 
Between 1992 and 2002 
she also won the London 
Marathon six times. 

Since retiring in 2004, she 
has been busier than ever as 
a TV pundit, international 
ambassador for sport and 
activist for disabled rights. 

She moved to Hackney 
last year. “After I retired 
from athletics, I spent two 
years living in hotels - the 
most depressing thing. So I 
got a flat. I settled on 


Hackney because it is a 
good place to be. I think it’s 
great living here. And of 
course Hackney is a host 
borough for the 2012 
Games,” she said.

Dame Tanni eagerly 
anticipates the benefits the 
Games will bring. 

“I sit on a few 
committees and I’m 
involved with the diversity 
and inclusion group, which 
looks at how we employ 


people. Local people can 
apply for jobs, or volunteer, 
and businesses can benefit,” 
she said. 

And there are big 
opportunities for disabled 
people, as London 2012 
promises to be the most 
accessible and inclusive 
Games yet. London was the 
first city to bid for the 
Olympics and Paralympics 
together, and now it’s the 
first host to have a joint 
organising committee. 

With increased support, 
sponsorship and media 
coverage, Paralympians will 
be able to compete on the 
same stage as their Olympic 
team mates. Dame Tanni 
said: “It’s a massive step 
forwards. The Paralympics 
is a huge opportunity for 
London and we can grab it 
to make change. Hopefully 
it will get people thinking 
differently.” 


Although stigma around 
disability is less now than it 
was, there is more to do to 
achieve equality. 

As a young athlete Dame 
Tanni regularly experienced 
discrimination, but her 
determination taught her 
not to tolerate it. 

“People asked me if I had 
to train to be a 
Paralympian,” she recalls. 


“‘Yep, I told them, 15 times 
a week, 52 weeks a year.’” 

Things are different now, 
but not for many others. 

She said: “The reality is that 
if you’re disabled you’re 
likely to experience 
discrimination. 

“Disabled people can 
have low expectations due 
to the environment they’ve 
grown up in. 


“This is where the Games 
can change things.” 

As both inspirational 
athlete and committed 
activist, Dame Tanni has 
raised the profile of 
disabled sports. She feels it’s 
only a matter of time before 
disabled and non-disabled 
athletes achieve equal 
recognition. And this may 
well be London 2012.

Q: Now that spring is on the way, I’d like to spend 
more time looking after my garden. I know I can 
dispose of my garden waste through the Council's 
Brown Bin service. Can you tell me what I can and 
can’t put out for collection?

A: Garden waste from Brown 
Bin collections is recycled 
and turned into compost for 
the borough’s parks and 
green spaces. 

You can put hedge clippings, 
plants, flowers, grass, leaves 
and branches out for collection. 

You can’t recycle soil, stones 
and rubble, logs and large 
branches. Food waste and 
anything else not usually 
found in a garden such as paper, 
pet waste, DIY wood or glass are 
also not suitable for this service. 

Bins that are too heavy, overflowing, contaminated with 
materials not collected, or contain garden waste in plastic 
bags, will not be emptied by the collection crew.

£6m centre to ‘improve access’ 


A NEW £6million 
healthcare centre serving 
up to 70,000 residents is on 
the way, with a lease signed 
to build and maintain it. 

Construction is due to 
begin this month on the 
four-storey South East 
Primary Care Resource 
Centre, on the old Hackney 
hospital site in Kenworthy 
Road, E9. 

Due to open in spring 
2011, it will house 
dentistry services, space for 


two GP practices, a 
physiotherapy gym and 
bookable consulting space 
for other community-based 
services. 

The centre is a joint 
venture between the private 
and public sector to 
improve people’s access to 
high-quality care close to 
home. It will be built by 
East London Lift Co, on 
land provided by NHS City 
and Hackney. The news 
follows the Council’s recent 


decision to grant planning 
permission to develop a 
South West Primary Care 
Resource Centre on the site 
of St Leonard’s Hospital, 
Hoxton. 

Both centres are part of a 
wider strategy called ‘Care 
Closer to Home’. It aims to 
offer four one-stop places 
where residents can access 
a wide range of services, 
including an urgent care 
centre, open 12 hours a 
day, seven days a week. 


Steve Gilvin, Director of 
Primary Care 
Commissioning at NHS 
City and Hackney, said: 
“This strategy was 
developed following 
research and extensive 
dialogue with the local 
public. It’s about bringing 
care back into the 
community and improving 
access to a key range of 
health services all in one- 
place, at extended opening 
times.”

PIANIST Vijay Iyer and alto saxophonist 
Rudresh Mahanthappa are long-time 
collaborators bringing elements of cathartic 
South Indian music into contemporary 
free-jazz sensibilities. 

Both are accomplished musicians in their 
own right and their set allowed each to shine 
in more detail than that usually seen from a 
duo. Without drums or bass to cushion them, 
the sound is dark with low notes and long 
pauses. But the occasional break out of the 
sax gives opportunity for some happier, more 
playful sounds. However, unfortunately there 
were not enough of those for me. 

Obviously a very distinctive sound and very 
much for the keen jazz goer, the two were 


clearly in tune with each other. Where each 
took a turn to demonstrate their solo 
capabilities, the other provided rhythmic 
support. At other times, their playing diverged 
down separate paths, almost lost from one 
another with the pathway of rhythms and 
tempos eventually bringing them back onto 
the same path. 

The Vortex, located in Dalston Culture House, 
offers a contemporary exterior with a cosy 
and dimly lit interior, perfect for those jazz 
fuelled evenings, offering musicians the 
opportunity to perform in a well-respected 
venue. 

Many more artists of all styles and genre are 
to appear during the month and it is well 
worth a visit.

Hapless Heidegger

Heidegger’s Shadow, The Courtyard 
Theatre, N1 , until 21 March, 7.30pm 

WHO goes to see a play about Heidegger? A 
glance around as I wait for the lights to go 
down reveals several rows of serious faces, 
some students chuckling about their course, 
and a little girl wearing a sequinned frock. 
After the show begins, someone, perhaps a 
philosophy buff, utters intermittent barks of 
laughter. 

I freely admit that I know little about 
Heidegger’s work or personal life. I know that 
he wrote Being and Time, in which he set 
about achieving the destruction of the 
philosophical tradition; that he believed that to 
grasp what it means to be human, one must 
constantly project one’s life onto ever 
approaching death; that he had extramarital 
affairs with Jewish women; and that he was a 
member of the National Socialist Party from 
1 933-45, publicly supporting Hitler. My error 


was to expect that this production might offer 
some insight into his thoughts and actions. 
Condensing the complicated personal life of a 
man famous for a work of legendary difficulty 
into two hours was never going to be easy. 

But it was curious that the play’s authors have 
attacked this task by creating a hapless, 
bumbling Heidegger. Faced with a question 
from his mistress, wife, a fellow philosopher, 
or his ‘shadow’ (a shaven headed Nazi in an 
armband who follows Heidegger around, 
goading him), he blusters and flaps. 

In David Cherrill and Caroll Jacobs’ script, 
Heidegger’s wife openly expresses a dislike 
for Jews, which, from the outset, she relates to 
their feminine wiles. His Jewish mistress 
Hannah Arendt offers scant reason for why 
she championed Heidegger’s work after 
fleeing persecution. 

This was a well-received, energetic 
performance, and a good starting point for 
those seeking an introduction to Heidegger. But 
perhaps not for those looking for explanations.

offered an alternative to the 
strict discipline of 
traditional schools. 

After some years living in 
Hampstead, they moved to 
Stoke Newington in 1802, 
when Rochemont became 
minister of Newington 
Green Chapel. Anna 
Laetitia was by then a 
successful writer and poet, 
and the author of some of 
the earliest works written 
especially for children. 

She also published a 
number of radical political 
works including the 
influential poem ‘Epistle to 
William Wilberforce Esq on 
the Rejection of the Bill for 
Abolishing the Slave Trade’, 
and the anti-war sermon 
‘Sins of Government, Sins of 
the Nation’. 

Rochemont suffered 
increasing bouts of poor 
mental health, including one 
episode when he chased his 
wife around the dining 
table, armed with a knife. 
Anna Laetitia escaped by 
jumping though an open 
window. Eventually 


Rochemont drowned 
himself in the New River 
and his wife was overcome 
by grief. 

Anna Laetitia published 
one more poem - ‘Eighteen 
Hundred and Eleven’, 
which criticised British 
participation in the 
Napoleonic Wars - but it 
was so badly received that 
she never wrote again. Her 
reputation deteriorated 
until she was only 
remembered as a children’s 
author and was eventually 
all but forgotten. 

However, in the late 20th 
century her work was 
re-evalued by feminist 
literary critics and today 
Anna Laetitia is highly 
regarded as an important 
female writer of her era. 

She is buried in the Old St 
Mary’s churchyard, Stoke 
Newington. A memorial 
plaque can also be found in 
Newington Green Chapel. 

A large selection of her 
published works and some 
personal letters are held by 
Hackney Archives.

she persuaded him to let her 
learn the classics, modern 
languages, and other 
subjects then thought 
unsuitable for girls. 

Her mother worried 
about this intense liking for 
study, believing prospective 
husbands would be put off, 
but in later years was 
immensely proud of her 
daughter. 

Anna Laetitia was an 
attractive woman according 
to the opinion of one of her 
many suitors. Archibald 
Hamilton Rowan described 
her as: ‘possessed of great 
beauty, distinct traces of 
which she retained to the 
latest of her life. Her person 
was slender, her complexion 
exquisitely fare with the 
bloom of perfect health; her 
features regular and elegant, 
and her dark blue eyes 
beamed with the light of wit 
and fancy.’ 

Eventually 
Anna Laetitia 
married a non- 
conformist minister, 
Rochemont 
Barbauld, and 
moved with him to 
Suffolk where they

S the recession 
continues to bite, 
more and more 
people in Hackney 
are turning to loan sharks, 
or taking ‘pay day loans’ to 
get by. 

This year, the Council’s 
benefits team plans to offer 
advice to residents to deter 


them from using these 
services and spiralling 
further into debt. 

Through the Financial 
Inclusion Group, made up 
of the Revenue and Benefits 
team and representatives 
from the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP), 
the Council will be 
providing help and 
guidance to people who, for 
whatever reason, are 
financially excluded from 
society. 

From offering support on 
how to open a basic bank 
account, to signposting 
fee-free cash machines in 
the borough, and giving 
alternative options to 
using loan sharks, the 
benefits team will be 
doing all it can to ease 
people’s financial worries. 


A number of events are 
being planned by the 
Council to promote this 
support. This month, the 
benefits team will co-host a 
workshop with DWP and 
JobCentre Plus to help 
agencies encourage people 
who are on benefits to get 
back into work.

Serves 4 

Ingredients 

• Y> pack flat-leaf parsley, chopped 
•400g fresh Icelandic cod fillet 

• 2 large floury potatoes (about 400g) peeled 
and quartered 

•25g unsalted butter 
•Freshly grated nutmeg 

• Finely grated zest of 1 lemon 
•4tbsp plain flour 

•Mitsp cayenne pepper 
•3tbsp olive oil

•Poach cod in enough simmering water to just 
cover it for 3-4 minutes until fish starts to 
flake and skin pulls away easily. Drain, discard 
skin, and pat fish dry on kitchen paper.

Fry fish cakes (in batches if 
necessary) for 3-4 minutes on each side until 
crisp and golden. Drain on kitchen paper

A host for 2012 The London Olympic and Paralympic Games 



In summer 2007 we 
published ‘Hackney: A 
Host for 2012’. It set out 
my agenda for what we as 
a council seek to gain for 
Hackney residents from 
hosting the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in 2012. 

Those priorities remain the 
same. They are: better public 
transport: jobs for local people; 
work for local businesses; new 
and improved sports facilities; 
a better environment; more 
participation in sport; culture 
and the arts; and promotion of 
our borough as a destination 
for work, living and investment. 

This publication is a 
snapshot of what we have 
achieved in the last two years 
as well as future ambitions. It 
gives an idea of the benefits 
from 201 2 we are getting now. 
For a full update please visit 
www.hackney.gov.uk/olympics 
where you will find 
a report on our work. 

There have also been major 
challenges. The recession led to 
the loss of private investment 
funding for the International 
Broadcast Centre and Main 
Press Centre which for a 
period of time threatened not 
only whether they would be 
permanent developments but 
if they would be located in 
Hackney Wick at all. 

Months of hard work 
followed this and ensured 
the media centres would be 
built in Hackney, and that 
they will provide high quality 
employment space in legacy.

Better Public Transport 

Better public transport links for residents, businesses and visitors has long been 
a top priority for Hackney and Mayor Pipe. 201 2 has given the borough the 
opportunity to have high quality rail connections. Hackney campaigned for £200m 
to be invested in a better train service on the Overground. We also want Hackney 
to be better connected for bus users, cyclists and pedestrians. 


What we said 

There will be new longer, modern, 
properly wheelchair accessible trains 
with bigger carriages on the North 
London line, which will triple the 
capacity of the service. The service 
will run twice as often as before. 

Hackney will have four new stations 
at Dalston, Haggerston, Hoxton 
and Shoreditch High Street. 


What happened 

The first new train went into operation 
in July 2009 and the whole new fleet 
will be in operation by December 
2010. There is already a 1 0 minute 
frequency of trains at rush hour. 


All stations have been designed and are 
being built. They will open this Spring as 
part of the London Overground orbital 
network and run to Croydon in 201 0. 


What’s next 

Longer platforms at Homerton and 
Dalston Kingsland will be completed 
in 201 0. New signalling and longer 
trains with better carriages will triple 
capacity. Eventually there will be eight 
trains an hour serving these stations. 

The London Overground orbital 
network, Dalston - New Cross - 
Clapham - Willesden - Dalston will 
open fully in 201 2. 



Film producer David Puttnam speaking to students on the New Generation London Film, said: 

“The media centres will mean that you can make a serious decision to enter into the world of the 
media. What I think we’ll be able to do is provide you with a basic skill set and the opportunity to 
improve those skills.” 



Local jobs and businesses 

The 201 2 Olympic and Paralympic Games will create thousands of jobs, including 
10,000 construction jobs alone. Hackney residents and local businesses need to 
be in line for these opportunities and the long-term benefits which will exist for 
years after the Games. Hackney Council is working in various ways to make sure 
this happens. 


What we said 

We will make sure local people 
are properly skilled to take 
advantage of job opportunities 
and registered with OnSite Hackney 
Recruitment Centre to be in line 
for jobs. As Hackney is a host 
borough, residents are alerted to 
201 2-related jobs 48 hours before 
they are advertised more widely. 



We are working with local and 
national organisations to ensure 
local businesses can bid for new 
contracts and register online for 
upcoming contracts. 


What we did 

OnSite opened at new premises on 
Ghent Way. Over 400 people have 
been placed in jobs through OnSite, 
80 with Olympic contractors. Around 
1 000 people have been given 
employment support. 

Using the opportunities arising 
from the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, Hackney Council held several 
jobs fairs which have been attended 
by nearly 5,000 people looking for 
jobs, training, apprenticeships and 
volunteering positions. 

Ways into Work programme got more 
than 700 people into work in its first 
year by visiting them at home and 
discussing their options. 

Over 1 ,000 local companies have 
registered with CompeteFor, a free 
online service that enables businesses 
to compete for work linked to the 
201 2 Games. 


What’s next 

We will continue this approach with 
retail, hospitality 

and security industries. Also we are 
building a partnership with Cisco 
Systems in communications information 
technology for trainees in Hackney. 

The jobs fair ‘Your Olympics, Your 
Future, Your Choice’ is now a major 
annual event supported by over 1 5 
organisations who are proactively 
looking to recruit and train residents 
searching for opportunities afforded 
them before, during and after the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

Hackney has secured £5m to further 
develop the Ways into Work initiative. 


Hackney is supporting a consortia of 
businesses and building its capacity 
to ensure that it has a realistic chance 
of winning 201 2 Games related work 
and contracts.

Hackney fought hard to make sure that 
media centres stayed in Hackney Wick 
as permanent buildings when a partial 
move was threatened.

Already significant interest has been 
generated from potential tenants. We 
have worked with the East London 
Business Alliance to identify potential 
space reguirements for local creative 
and media businesses. 


What’s next 

Hackney will work closely with our 
partners to ensure that, after the 
Games are finished in the Autumn of 
201 2, the buildings will be converted 
so that they can be used by the 
creative industries and encourage 
more employment in the borough. 


We will support the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company with a marketing 
plan that will attract a broad range of 
IT, media and creative industries to 
this site.

We will continue to develop our 
network of ‘link teachers’ into every 
school, and they will act as a conduit 
for the many opportunities available 
as they arise. 


A new group of Ambassadors will be 
recruited each year to 201 2, to add to 
those who are still volunteering their 
time. We have started a programme 
of one to one meetings with voluntary 
and community organisations to 
discuss their further involvement in 
the Games.

Introduction 


Mayor Jules Pipe said:

A RECORD-breaking fifth 

year of frozen Council Tax 
with no cuts to frontline 
services is the cornerstone of 
Hackney’s budget for the coming 
financial year. 

For the fifth successive year 
Hackney’s part of the Council Tax will 
not increase, as part of the 201 0/1 1 
budget agreed at a meeting of full 
Council on 3 March, and which comes 
into effect from April. 

In 201 0/1 1 the Council will be 
investing £1 87 million into education 
for more than 1 0,000 children and 
young people including in primary 
and secondary schools and nurseries, 
as well as £72 million on services such 
as youth clubs, training for work, and 
care for disabled children. 

A total of £66 million is to be spent 
on cleaner streets and better roads, 
involving maintenance of nearly 
1 1 ,000 street lights, and a total of 
296 miles of roads swept daily. 

The Council will also be spending 
a tota I of £1 1 9 million on adult social 
care in the coming financial year, to 
include 690,000 hours of home care, 

1 60 nursing home placements, and 
support for vulnerable young people 
to make the transition into adulthood. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: “Hackney 
Council is on the side of residents 
through difficult economic times. 

I know that the past year has been 
difficult for many residents due to 
the economic climate and I hope that 
by keeping the Council Tax down we 
can help to make a life a little easier. 
We are the only authority in the 
country to be freezing Council T ax for 
five years in a row, and it has been 
achieved alongside record investment 
in services.” 

The District Auditor, a government 


financial watchdog, has said in a 
report that ‘ Hackney has one of the 
strongest balance sheets in London’, 
and during the past five years the 
Council has made over £90 million 
in efficiency savings, funds which are 
being reinvested into the services that 
matter most to local people. These 
savings are the highest in London and 
the third highest in the country, and 
have come from a number of sources 
including improved Council Tax 
and Housing Rent collection rates, 
improved benefits processing, and 
improvements to working practices. 


Rose Hayes, Chair of Age Concern 
Hackney, said: “We are naturally 
pleased that the Council has been 
able to keep a five year freeze on 
the level of the Council Tax, whilst 
finding extra money for much needed 
services like our Coldline project, 
which helps older people struggling 
with fuel poverty. It makes life a 
little easier for older people in the 
borough.” 

John Denham MP, Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local 
Government, said: “Hackney’s fifth 
Council Tax freeze in a row shows 


how local authorities can balance 
efficiency with fairness, keeping tax 
low, and cutting waste whilst at the 
same time investing in the services 
that matter to local people.” 

Residents will see no increase in 
their Council Tax bills this year, due 
to Hackney’s part of the tax being 
kept at 2005 levels, as well as a freeze 
on the Greater London Authority’s 
(GLA) element. 

London-wide services such as 
the Metropolitan Police, public 
transport, and the 201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games are paid for by the 
GLA’s share of the Council Tax.
